FOREWORD 


Developmental local government endured major transformational changes since 1995. The Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA) 
brought further impetus to this reform process. The MFMA also brought financial reform challenges to local government that is stretching 
their capacity to limits never achieved before. Some municipalities - especially the bigger cities - do have the capacity and skills to 
perform, while others simply do not have that capacity and skills. Although Naledi Local Municipality has been classified as a low capacity 
municipality, we are proud to announce that we have compiled a set of financial statements for 2005/2006 by 31 August 2006 as required 

Naledi Local Municipality has committed themselves to the rendering of free basic services to the poor. We are finalising the compilation 
of an indigent register to identify the poor households and to proof to National Government that the equitable share we receive are not 
enough to render sustainable free basic services. We in the rural areas cannot compete with the cities simply because of economies of 
scale. To render sustainable and affordable basic services we need our fair share from the national fiscus. 

Naledi Local Municipality is focusing on democratising our local community through accountability as we move towards greater 
transparency and the focusing on outcomes rather than inputs. Measuring and reporting performance becomes an integral part of 
management. We are focusing on issues such as financial support to assist service delivery functionaries, joint responsibility for financial 
stability, management of financial risk and to install mechanisms of better financial control-setting policies and procedures. During the past 
financial year we have workshoped and accepted various budget related policies of which our Tariff Policy and the Customer Care, Credit 
Control and Debt Collection Policy are certainly two very important policies for us to carry on as a going concern. 

Our challenge the next few years will be to use the experience we have gained, the policies we have put in place as well as the institutions 
of democracy we have created to bring about even greater change. We need to built the capacity of our human resources as a whole 
simply because they are our biggest asset. The staff of the Department of Financial Services will need coaches and mentors to built their 
capacity so as to ensure that we produce an unqualified audit report. We acknowledge the fact that there are issues like the balancing of 
control and suspense accounts that needs attention and for that we need the financial support from National Government through the 
Municipal Systems Improvement Grant (MSIG) programme. 

We are thankful that the Department of Provincial and Local Government has allocated an amount of R 734,000 through the MSIG 
programme and that National Treasury has allocated R 500,000 through the Finance Management Grant programme to address the 
issues in the Auditor-General's Report for the 2004/2005 financial year. We are also thankful that the Development Bank of South Africa 
has appointed two financial experts to assist us in the coaching and mentoring of staff in the Department of Financial Services. We really 
believe that by the end of the 2006/2007 the majority of the issues in the Auditor-General's Report will have been addressed and that we 
would have moved forward in implementing budgetary reforms and compliance to the Municipal Finance Management Act. 

With regard to our operational activities we acknowledge the fact that the wage bill as a percentage of our operational expenditure is still to 
high, but, it is a long process that we have embarked on to improve this situation. Unfunded mandates and the performing of non core 
functions places a huge financial burden on the local community and we have to realise profits on water and electricity sales to subsidise 
those services. 

Due to financial constraints capital projects were mainly financed through grants and we also acknowledge the fact that we are dependent 
on grants from government programmes to develop our municipality and to enhance the quality of life of our people. We have reached the 
limit to take up huge external loans for major capital projects simply because we cannot afford to repay them as well as our high wage bill. 
We need to reduce it to free operational expenditure for investment purposes. We have redeemed the loans taken up three years ago for 
10 new vehicles in August 2006. This means that those capital charges expenditure in the operational budget can now be used to 
purchase new vehicles to improve service delivery. However, we need major investment in infrastructure. 

Finally I want to express my deepest gratitude to the Speaker, Members of the Executive Committee, the Municipal Manager, all Members 
of Council, Heads of Departments and the entire staff component for the support and assistance they gave me. My deepest thanks also to 
the local community of Naledi Local Municipality for their participation in local government matters. May our Municipality rise from strength 
to strength in the elimination of poverty and unemployment, and, bring good health and education to our society.

REPORT OF THE MANAGER: FINANCIAL SERVICES 


The 2005/2006 financial year, taking all factors into account, realised unacceptable results. Although an indigent 
survey was undertaken with the purpose to identify indigent households; to clean-up our financial database; to 
ensure that every property in town receive an appropriate municipal services account; and, then to write-off the debt 
of indigent households, the project was not completed due to incomplete survey data and therefore did not realise 
the desired results. Budgeted income for municipal services therefore did not realise due to the fact that all 
consumers do not get billed and our "tax base" therefore did not increase as expected. On the expenditure side the 
high wage bill is still a major concern and the over-expenditure on bulk purchases and interest paid on external loans 
are the main culprits for realising a deficit for the operational activities for the financial year. Capital expenditure also 
did not realise as budgeted due to implementation problems.

The increase of R 8,419,500 (10.30%) in operating income is mainly due to two factors. Firstly, an increase of 
assessment rates, consumer services levies and other revenue to the amount of R 6,684,547 (8.93%), and, 
secondly, a direct contribution of R 6.9 million (7.74%) from the equitable share received from National Government. 
Having said that, income to the amount of R 3,488,772 (3.87%) did not realised mainly due to the fact that the "tax 
base" did not expand due to the housing projects that did not realise and consumers that do not get billed (refer to 
indigent survey). In addition to that the delay in the completion of the traffic complex also lead to the loss of revenue. 

Fortunately expenditure was kept under control. Although the wage bill expenditure of R 43,243,116 was within the 
budgeted amount of R 43,505,120 it represented 47.84% of actual operating expenditure. These figures does not 
include councillor allowances expenditure that forms part of other general expenditure. Bulk purchases (electricity 
and water) of R 17,473,831 (19.33% of total actual operating expenditure) realised an over-expenditure of 
R 1,924,141 and capital charges of R 10,103,117 (11.18% of total actual operating expenditure) realised an over- 
expenditure of R 929,327. Therefore, the operating activities realised a deficit of R 223,890 for the year and after 
positive appropriations of R 479,727 for the year the accumulated surplus at 30 June 2006 now stands at 
R 1,757,372.

Council budgeted for a deficit of R 9,614,210 with regard to the operational activities of Community Services. The 
actual deficit realised was R 5,614,830. The difference of R 3,999,380 can be contributed to an increased equitable 
share contribution to offset the loss of revenue at Economic and Trading Services due to the non-expanding of the 
tax base. Council budgeted for a surplus of R 858,410 with regard to the operational activities of Economic Services. 
Instead Economic Services realised a deficit of R 482,725 for the year due to the non-expanding of the tax base. 
Rates and General Services as a whole realised a deficit of R 6,097,555 compared to the budgeted deficit of 
R 8,755,800. Income and expenditure realised positive variances of 0.27% an 4.29% respectively. Overall, 
satisfactorily results realised.

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Actual electricity sales realised 0.50% less than that was budgeted for. This is mainly due to the fact that the Nationa 
Electricity Regulator (NER) did not approve the increase in electricity tariffs that Council originally approved. 

Although Council approve it's own electricity tariffs it must also be approved by the NER in terms of legislation. The 
NER therefore have the right to regulate our electricity tariffs. 

Actual electricity expenditure realised an over-expenditure of 1.56% compared to the amount budgeted for. This is 
due to an over-expenditure of R 678,477 on electricity bulk purchases compared to an overall over-expenditure of 
R 368,843 (R23, 577,460 - R 23,946,303) on Electricity Trading Services. 

Electricity services overall realised a profit of R 2,114,749 (8.11% of actual income) compared to the budgeted profit 
of R 2,615,560 (9.99% of budgeted income). The profit on Electricity Trading Services decreased with 40.08% from 
13.89% in 2004/2005 to 8.11% in 2005/2006. Of concern is the 15.00% loss of electrcity units between units bought 
from Eskom and units sold according to our records. 

1.3.2 Water Service 

Actual water sales realised 2.62% less than that was budgeted for. The main reason for this is the non-expanding of 
our tax base. All consumers with water meters do not get billed. 

Actual water expenditure realised an over-expenditure of R 1,947,570 (17.00%) compared to the amount budgeted 
for. The main reason for this variance is the over-expenditure on bulk water purchases amounting to R 1,245,664. 

Water services overall realised a profit of R 3,548,940 (20.93% of actual income) compared to the budgeted profit 
amount of R 5,952,630 (34.19% of budgeted income).

1.4 General Comment 

The total profit of R 5,663,689 realised on trading services (R 2,114,749 on electricity services plus R 3,548,940 on 
water services) is used to subsidise the loss of R 6,097,555 on rates and general services. It is quite clear from this 
unsatisfactorily situation that the Naledi Local Municipality's viability and sustainability as a going concern will 
seriously be affected should the electricity services be taken over by REDS and water services by the water services 
authority (Bophirima District Municipality). 

1.5 Revenue Collection 

Naledi Local Municipality as a going concern is dependant on the collection of all revenue due to the municipality. 
Consumer debt increased with R 8,558,779 to R 68,953,940 during the financial year. This is less than the growth in 
outstanding debt of R 9,084,603 in 2004/2005. Although a computerised credit control and debt collection 
management system was procured in 2004/2005 and undoubtedly is helping us to collect outstanding debt, the full 
impact of the system's assistance cannot be evaluated at this stage due to the fact that indigent support in terms of 
Council's indigent support policy was not implemented during 2005/2006 - due to the delay and problems 
encountered with the completion of the indigent survey. The increase of R 8,558,779 in debtors arrears are mainly - if 
not in total - due to the non-implementation of the indigent support to indigent households. 

However, it is clear that the total debtors book will not be recovered. The irrecoverable debt of indigent households 
will have to be written-off. During the month of July 2006 nearly R 20 million of outstanding debt of indigent 
households were written-off and another estimated R 15 to R 20 million will still have to be written-off. Provision to 
the amount of R 7,761,127 has been made for bad debts and the difference between this amount and the amoun 
written-off will have to be financed with other reserves from Council. 
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2. CAPITAL EXPENDITURE AND FINANCING 


The capital expenditure on fixed assets during the year amounted to R 9,186,309 - 55.54% less than the previous 
year. The actual expenditure variance is 52.87% less than budgeted for and consists of the following:

Capital expenditure spend to ensure that refuse removal, sewerage, water and electricity services are be provided at 
acceptable levels, totaled R 4,291,088 compared to the R 6,599,168 of 2004/2005. Capital expenditure spend on 
roads and stormwater drainage amounted to R 1,905,410 compared to the R 1,124,941 of 2004/2005. Capital 
expenditure spend on buildings and other fixed assets amounted to R 2,989,811 compared to the R 12,938,496 for 
2004/2005. 

2005/2006. Two reasons for this exists. Firstly, the ability (capacity) of the organisation as a whole to implement 
capital projects must be questioned. Secondly, our dependency on grant funding for capital projects slows down 
service delivery.

Grants and subsidies amounting to R 5,760,311 represented 62.71% of the capital expenditure financing resources. 
External loans to the amount of R 583,251 representing 6.35% of the capital expenditure financing resources were 
taken up. The rest of the capital expenditure financing resources totaling R 2,842,747 (30.94%) came from our own 
financing resources (internal loans, operating income and other internal funds). 

A complete analysis of capital expenditure (budgeted and actual) per department and classification of service is 
included in Appendix C. More details regarding external loans and internal advances used to finance fixed assets are 
shown in Appendix B. 


3. EXTERNAL LOANS, INVESTMENTS AND CASH 

External loans outstanding on 30 June 2006 amounted to R 29,663,232 compared to the R 32,169,770 of 2004/2005 
This is set out in Appendix B. The outstanding lease to the amount of R 69,857 as at 30 June 2005 has been 
redeemed during the 2005/2006 financial year. 

Investments and cash on hand as at 30 June 2006 amounted to R 2,941,840 compared to the R 4,412,078 of 
2004/2005. More information regarding loans and investments are disclosed in Notes 4 and 6 and Appendix B to the 
financial statements. 
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4. FUNDS AND RESERVES 


Funds and reserves as at 30 June 2006 amounted to R 35,364,090. However, this amount is not represented by 
cash since most of it is used to finance outstanding consumer debt. Cash recovered from outstanding consumer 
debtors will have to be invested to represent tbe values of these funds and reserves. More information regarding 
funds and reserves are disclosed in Notes 1 to 3 and Appendix A of tbe financial statements. 

5. EXPRESSION OF APPRECIATION 

I want to express my gratitude to the Speaker, the Mayor, members of tbe Executive Committee, councillors, tbe 
Municipal Manager, Heads of Departments and tbeir staff wbo bas supported the Department of Financial Services 
in performing their tasks. To the staff from Province and in particular to the local representatives of the Auditor-

ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


1 Basis of presentation 

1.1 These financial statements have been prepared so as to conform to the standards as laid down by the 
Institute of Municipal Finance Officers in its Code of Practice (1992) and Report on Published Annual 
Financial Statements (Second edition - January 1996). 

1.2 The financial statements are prepared on the historical cost basis, adjusted for fixed assets as more fully 
detailed in Accounting Policy note 3. The accounting policies are consistent with those applied in the 
previous year, except if otherwise indicated. 

1.3 The financial statements are prepared on the accrual basis as stated: 

1.3.1 Income is accrued when measurable and available to finance operations. Certain direct Income is accrued 
when received, such as traffic fines and certain licensing fees. 

1.3.2 Expenditure is accrued in the year it is incurred. 

2 Consolidation 

The financial statements includes rates and general services, housing services, trading services and the different 

funds and reserves. All inter departmental charges are set-off against each other, with the exception of electricity, 

office rent, sewerage, refuse removal and water which are treated as income and expenditure in the respective 

departments. 

3 Fixed Assets 

3.1 Fixed Assets are stated: 

3.1.1 at historical cost, or 

3.1.2 at valuation (based on the market price at date of acquisition), where assets have been acquired by grant or 
donation; 

while they are in existence and fit for use, except in the case of bulk assets that are written-off at the end of 
their estimated life as determined by tbe Treasurer. 

3.2 Depreciation: The balance shown against the heading "Loans Redeemed and Other Capital Receipts" in the 
notes to the balance sheet is tantamount to a provision for depreciation, however, certain structural 
differences do exist. Byway of this "Provision" assets are written down over their estimated useful life. Apart 
from advances from the various council funds, assets may also be acquired through: 

3.2.1 Appropriations from income, where the full cost of the asset forms an immediate and direct charge against 
the operating income, and therefore it is unnecessary to make any further provision for depreciation. 

3.2.2 Grant or donation, where the amount representing the value of such grant or donation is immediately 
credited to the "Loans Redeemed and Other Capital Receipts" account. 

3.3 All net proceeds from the sale of fixed property are credited to the Revolving Fund. 

3.4 Fixed assets are financed from different sources, including external loans, operating income, endowments 
and internal advances. These loans and advances are repaid within the estimated life of the assets acquired 
from such loans and advances. Interest is charged to the service concerned at the ruling interest rate 
applicable at the time that the advances are made. 

4 Inventory 

Inventory is valued at the average of cost, determined on the weighted average basis, and net realisable value. 

Corrections was done by tbe service provider appointed as per tender. 

5 Funds and Reserves 

5.1 Revolving Fund: 

The Cape Municipal Ordinance (Nr. 20 van 1974) Section 75(1) makes provision that a yearly contribution of 
7,5% of tbe income from Rates and Taxes collected by a Local Authority for the previous year must go to the 
Revolving Fund with the exception that no Local Authority have to contribute more than 20% more to the 
Fund than the previous year. The MEC for Developmental Government and Housing in the North West 
Province gave permission to the Council not to do this contribution during this year. 
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5.2 Parking Areas Development Fund 

In accordance with the Ordinance on Parking Areas (Cape) each Council that have Parking Areas and get 
income from Parking Meters, must establish a Parking Areas Development Fund. Provision is also made in 
the Ordinance to allow Council to levy a special tax on Businesses to develop Parking Areas (Section 106 of 
Ordinance 21 of 1966). 

5.3 Dog Tax Fund. 

As laid down in the Ordinance on Dog Tax (Cape), each Council must establish a Dog Tax Fund in which the 
income from Dog Tax must be deposit. (Ordinance 19 of 1978). 

5.4 Study Bursary Fund. 

A Study Bursary Fund was established in accordance with the conditions laid down in the authority by tbe 
Premier of tbe North West Province. 

5.5 Loan Redemption Fund. 

The redemption of Vryburg Stock is provided for by the annual repayment of advances made to the 
borrowing accounts calculated on the estimated life of assets acquired but subject to a limitation of a 
maximum of 25 years on the life of any individual asset. Internal loans are repaid in relation to the life of an 
asset. Redemption on government loans is paid half yearly on an annuity basis. 

5.6 Provisions-, Replacement- and Maintenance Fund 

Annually contributions are made to this fund to have enough money available to replace a asset at the end of 
its life or to do the necessary maintenance to the asset as and when necessary. 

5.7 Leon Taljaard Game Fund 

All monies received for selling / hunting of game are deposited in this fund. The monies will be used for 
buying of new blood lines in the future. The Leon Taljaard committee was established to control the actions 
on behalf of council. 

5.8 Housing Development Fund 

The housing development fund was established as was prescribed by the Housing Act where all the monies 
owed to the old Housing Board was written off and carried over in the name of the person that was staying in 
the house at that time. 

6 Retirement Benefits 

The employers of the Naledi Local Municipality contribute to the Cape Joint Retirement Fund or the SALA Pension 
Fund, while the Councillors contribute to the Pension Fund for Councillors. All these Funds provides retirement 
benefits to such employees and councillors. 

The retirement benefit plan is subject to the Pensions Act, 1956, with pensions being calculated on the final 
pensionable remuneration paid. Current contributions are charged against operating income on the basis of current 
service costs. Unfavourable experience adjustments and the cost of securing increased benefits are written off over 
the lesser of the remaining period of service of employees or five years. Favourable experience adjustments are 
retained in the retirement benefit plan. 

Full actuarial valuations are performed at least every three years. 

7 Surpluses and Deficits. 

All surpluses and deficits arising from the operation of the Electricity and Water services are transferred to the Rate 
and General account. 

8 Treatment of administration and other overhead expenses. 

The cost of internal support services are transferred to the different services in accordance with the Institute Report 
on Accounting for Support Services (June 1990). 
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Leased assets. 


Fixed assets held under finance leases are capitalised. Such assets are effectively amortised over the term of the 
lease agreement. 

Lease finance charges are allocated to accounting periods over the duration of the leases, by the effective interest 
rate method, which reflects the extend and cost of lease finance utilised in each accounting period. 

All other leases are treated as operating leases and the relevant rentals are charged to the operating account in a 
systematic manner related to the period of use of the assets concerned.
